Keokuk. 

“See that you don’t let him strike a 
snag,’’ said Mr. Root, with a twinkle 
in his clear eyes. 

Somebody remarked that the improve- 
ment of the Mississippi to the Gulf was 
a highly important matter. Mr. Root 
did not seem strongly impressed with 
the seriousness of the suggestion, as he 
said: 

“I understand you are planning to 
turn the St. Lawrence down the Mis- 
sissippi Valley.’”’ 

It was urged by Congressmen Bar- 
tholdt and Coudrey that the Govern- 
ment should sp°>d more money on the 
Mississippi and Missouri ‘rivers. 

“The Government has spent a great 
deal of money on these rivers,”’ the Sec- 
retary commented. ‘The trouble with 
them is they won’t keep still.’ 

Then Congressman Bartholdt. who 
had slipped in a few words on the 
Hague peace conference previously, 
made the interesting assertion that 
France since the Franco-Prussian 
War has spent more money for the 
improvement of its rivers and har- 
bors than the United States. Sécre- 
tary Root listened. 

Bartholdt Has Plan. 


“I.am in favor,” Bartholdt contin- 
ued, ‘‘of the United States issuing 
bonds for river improvements for 
$500,000,000." 

Secretary Root remained perfectly 
cool.. He flecked the ashes from his ci- 
gar, smiled faintly and said:

RAIL OPERATORS 
TALK WITH SMALL 


The conference between President S. 
J, Small of the Commercial Telegraph- 
er’'s Union, and President Perham and 
of the Order of - Rail- 
way Telegraphers, may result in a 
strike of the railroad operators. 
President Perham toid a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Friday that there was great 
unrest among the railroad telegraphers 
as a result of the commercial telegra- 
phers’ strike, and that O. R. T. men 
were working with nonunion operators 
under protest. 

Rumors of an amalgamation of the 
two telegrajhers’ organizations were re- 
newed by President Small's visit. Presi- 
dent Perham stated that no such step 
ean be taken without being authorized 
by the convention of the _ railroad 
Small spent several hours in 
conference with Perham and Quick, and 
the heads of the two organizations dis- 
cussed the strike situation at length. 

Should the 40,000 railroad telegraphers 
go on a strike all the trains in the 
country will be tied up. Railroad telegra- 
phers are refusing to handle all com- 
mercial business, except such as they 
are virtually compelled to send. 

Small had a conference with Labor 
Commissioner Neill at the Southern Ho- 
tel. The strike question was discussed, 
but Mr. Nelll stated that he was nor in 
a position to divulge the nature of his 
tulk with President Small. The meeting 
of the commercial telegraphers at the 
St. Louis Democratic Club’ was ad- 
dressed by President Small Thursday 
night, and he predicted that the strike 
would be settied within ten days or two 
weeks, 

A benefit for the striking telegraphers 
is to’be given by the actors from differ- 
ent companies playing in Si. Louis. The 
strikers have been busy for sevcral 
weeks selling tickets, and expect a large 
attendance. ‘ 

At a meeting of the strikers Thursday 
night at the St. Louts Democratic Club, 
Mr, Small declared that he believed the 
strike would come to an end within 10 
days, but Jid not say on what grouads 
he based this belief.

He went West with a sick broth- 
er several months ago and I have not 
heard from him since. He has three 
meat markets in Maine and would come 
to my aid financially if he Knew of my 
coudition. 

“When I married Mr. Lewis in Rock- 
land, Me., twelve years ago, he had a 
thriving plumbing business.

Ninth Building Is Wrecked as 
the Result of a Gam- 
blers’ War. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
CHICAGO, Sept. 27.—Another explo- 


sion—the ninth—was added last night to 
the mysterious series of violent occur- 


rences credited to the feuds between fac- 
tions of Chicago gamblers. 

This time the explosion occurred in 
the downtown district. A concussion as 
mysterious in nature as its predecessors 
shattered the rear windows and doorway 
of the Morrison Building at 123 and 12 
South Clark street, the greateg part of 
the ground floor of which is occupied 
by the ‘‘cash register’’ business of Mont 
Tennes. 

The explosion took place in a blind 
court running to the. rear of this and 
adjoining buildings and opening out of 
an alley. 

The court was littered with splintered 
wood torn by the force of’ the concus- 
sion from the doorway and window 
casements. A rickety stairway leading 
up to the rear entrance of tue prem- 
ises apparently was the spot at which 
the explosive was aimed and this struc- 
ture was partly demolished. 

The police, who reached the scene a 
few seconds after the explosion, were 
unable to secure any clews of value and 
are as completely at sea as ever as to 
the identity of the guilty persons. 

This is the third attempt on Mont 
Tennes since the beginning of the cam- 
paign of bombs. There have been eight 
other attacks aimed at gamblers.

800 STUDENTS BATTLE : 
CLOSE TO A PRECIPICE 


Freshmen Win Fiercest Cornell 
Rush in Years in Which a 
Dozen Are Laid Out. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ITHACA, N. Y.. Sept. 27.—Eight hun- 
dred Cornell under-class men fought a 
fierce class battle at the entrance of 
the campus Wednesday night. The 
freshmen won after a dozen men had 
been laid out. 

The rush proved to be the fiercest in 
years. 

Five hundred freshmen formed down- 
town and marched about the hill section 
recruiting their ranks and taunting the 
sophs. The latter collected 300 stalwarts 
and the two columns clashed. 

The first two rushes were not decisive. 
In the third the freshmen charged and 
were met squarely by the sophomore 
column. The men piled up in heaps, 
struggling. 

Nothing but a stone wall and an iron 
fence separated the writhing pile of 
humanity from the Cascadilla Gorge. 
As the fight swayed from one side to an- 
other the spectators feared some of the 
combattants would be thrown over the 


fence and hurled 150 feet to the creek be- 
iow. The Cornell Sun this morning 
censures the under-class men for hold- 
ing the rush in such a perilous position. 

Five or six doctors from the city were 
summoned to attend the wounded. Three 
or four of the victims were taken to the 
infirmary.

Masso Parra, who was chosen to head 
the revolt, Was denounced as a traitor 
to the Cuban cause dumng the Cuban- 
Spanish war, fled from Cuba, and Presi- 
dent Palma would not allow him to re- 
turn to the island. A native-born Cu- 
ban, Parra has led several Latin-Amer- 
ican revolutions and the fact that he 
was permitted to return to Cuba several 
weeks ago, caused comment considering 
his previous record. 

It is understood that a conspiracy to 
overthrow the American Provisional 





TtGovernment was hatcived in New York 


by Americans whose names are known 
by the United States Government secret 
service office, and who hired profes- 
sional revolutionists to lead the revolt. 
Revolutionists at Work There. 

Simultaneously with his arrival in 
Havana, three Santo Domingans, with 
revolutionary records, also reached this 
port, and other men of like character 
are working in Eastern Cuba.

Failing to Pass Examination, 
She Makes Second Attempt 
and Succeeds. 





After a season of civil war, the oth- 


erwise peaceful community of Eureka, 
St. Louis County, has settled down to 


peace—at least for a time. 

The war started with pretty Miss 
Bryda Votaw, the 17-year-old school 
teacher, who fought a formidable clique 
and won out. 

Only last year Miss Votaw was only 


school in which she is now a teacher, 
and she is not yet old enough to have 
discarded skirts to her shoetops and 
braids of hair that hang down her back. 
Ambition Starts Trouble. 

At the end of the school year Miss 
Bryda decided that she would like to 
become a school teacher, and she con- 
fided her desire to her father, W. A. 
Votaw, who, besides being a merchant 
in the town, is president of the School 
Board. 

At first, it is said, her father de- 
murred, but the girl had made up her 
mind that a school teacher she would 
be, and who was a mere man that he 
should say her nay? And he did not. 

When the applications for positions 
as teachers came before the School 
Board, lo, Miss Bryda’s led all the rest. 
But there was one obdurate heart 
among the members of the board whose 
name was George -Smelts. He arose 
and declared himself. He said that he 
knew that there had been other appli- 
cants for the position than Miss Votaw 
and demanded to see their applications. 
He was informed that they were lost. 

Trouble Gets a Boost. 
Mr. Smelts sniffed significantly and 
said that if Miss Bryda was appointed 
he would resign from the board. 
It did not take the board long to ap- 
point Miss Bryda, nor Mr. Smelts to 
hand in his resignation. 
When the time for the first examina- 
tion of teachers came around Miss Bry- 
da failed, much to the chagrin of her 
supporters, for the town by this time 
had divided itself into rival camps over 
the matter. But later, in a private’éx- 
amination before J. Will Andrae, Sunper- 
intendent of Public Instruction, she was 
successful in passing. However, she 
had already begun to teach under her 
permit issued by the School Board. 
Then the sky grew murky once more, 
and dark clouds gathered on the hori- 
zon. Several citizens refused to per- 
mit their children to be taught by the 
girl teacher, on the ground that they 
could learn nothing, because she would 
be unable to maintain discipline. Al- 
most all the children in her classes had 
been her schoolmates and playmates, 
and they could see nothing in their new 
teacher except Bryda, their chum. 

Teacher Gets Raise. 
But Miss Bryda continued to hold her 
job, in spite of all opposition. 
The salary paid to teachers of her 
grade was $40 a month, but the ambi- 
tious young teacher wanted more, and 
the board boosted it $ a month, much 
to the accumulated wrath of the hostile 
camp. 
Eureka is waiting for the next devel- 
opment in the case, for the hostiles have 
not given up their intention of ousting 
the ‘‘child teacher,”’ and Miss Bryda is 
equally determined not to be ousted.

THE GAS QUESTION IN A NUTSHELL. 

The Post-Dispatch has rendered an important 
public service in revealing the facts as to the gas 
situation in St. Louis. 

In brief, there is no hope of cheaper gas until 
1920, unless the existing monopoly shall reduce 
prices of its own motion or a competitor shall 
appear. 

The Laclede Gas Co., as the successor of the 
old St. Louis Gas Co., possesses a perpetual fran- 
chise. Under a contract executed with the city 
in 1886 it may charge $1.26 per thousand for 
gas until 1920. The lower price at which gas 
is now sold is due to the company’s generosity 
and not to any. legal compulsion. The Supreme 
Court of Missouri has established these facts in 
a comprehensive decision, the principles of which 
have been laid down repeatedly in judgments by 
the Supreme Court of the United States. 

There remains, then, no prospect of relief for 
consumers except as the company shall volun- 
tarily reduce its charges or as effective competi- 
tion shall appear. While the monopoly has a 
perpetual charter, it does’ not have an exclusive 
one. * 
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Now that a Democratic candidate for Governor 
of Kentucky has been forced to repudiate a Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Mayor of Louisville becauge 
the latter approves of the gentlemanly vices of 
the sideboard and the bar, nobody can tell much 
about politics in the Blue Grass country.

The Free Bridge. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn. 
As your paper seems disposed to treat the location 
of the proposed municipal bridge from an impartial 
and unbiased standpoint, I venture, through you, to 
call attention to what seems to me a grave danger 
to our city’s future should the bridge be located with 
a view to making access easy and cheap to the Mill 
Creek Valley.

| UNION GOSPEL, 


From the lexington Heraki. 
The sugestion comes from an Ohio city 
that the clergymen of the country 


should organize a union for the purpose; 


of seguring. higher salaries for them- 
There is certainly no class .of 
laborers. who receive wages as small! in 
proportion to their capacity, training 
and labors as do the average clergymen 
of America, and while the suggestion 
that they form a union was probably 
started in jest, or prompted by a spirit 
partly of hostility to labor unions and 
partly to lack of due respect for cler- 
gymen, it brings prominently to the no- 
tice of men the difference between the 
salaries paid preachers and the wages 
earned by skilled mechancs. According 
to the statements made teachers and 
preachers fre the poorest paid of all 
skilled labor in America. The average 
wage of the teachers of America, ac- 
cording to one authority, is less than 
$225 a year—less than $20 a month—and 
the average salary of all the preachers 
of America, counting the best and poor- 
est paid, is less than $450 a year. In 
some respects the rewards of the min- 
istry are greater than in other profes- 
sions, particularly to the man of medi- 
ocre capacity. It gives to him and his 
family a certain social position and 
standing which some could not secure 
in any other profession, and gives to 
men of real earnestness an opportunity 
to gratify a desire for sacrifice, both of 
himself and family, which many consid- 
er a full reward of labors done and pri- 


}vations suffered. But it offers scant 


support for the average family, and that 
support given in many cases grudgingly, 
almost as if by charity.
